Tbe Growth of Mormonlem 


Mr. W. H. Hooper, Congressional delegale 


Iron Utah, has recently addressed in Interesting 
letter to Mr. Jobn W. Chanler, chairman of the 
House Committee on Elections, giving a sketch 
of tbe growth of Utah. He say* tbe Hormone 
have built up Utah from a desert watte, which 
twenty years ago was twelve hundred miles from 
either settlement* Of navigable rivers, to wbil Is 
now claimed to be a flourishing young State, 
containing one hundred thousand inhabitants, 
with a territorial extension of eeventy-nvo tbou- 
saad square miles. There ere eighty-six Sourish- 
Ing lowus and cities In tbe territory, with near 
one hundred post-offices, while her grUl and 
taw-mllls, woolen manufactories and many other 
branches of the mechanic arts equal those of the 
older States. There are one hundred churches, 
one bundi ed and twenty echoolhoases and three 
theatres, which equal tboee of [tbe States In size 
and grandeur. 


The Mormons left Missouri In 1845, crossing 


Iowa, then a wilderness, and encamped on the 
banks of the Missouri, in what was then called 
the Pottawatomie country. Here they laid odt 
tbe town now known as Council HI alls. In the 
spring of 1847 an advanced guard of one hundred 
_ d fifty men proceeded to Salt Lake valley, and 
selected tbe present site of Salt Lake City iu July 
ol tbat year. A few of these pioneers, under tbe 
lead of President Young, returned to the Mis- 
souri river the same fall, leaving most of tbe men 
at Ibe lake to plough and plant during tbe fol- 
lowing season. 


_n 1818 the great bulk of emigration ol that 


year reached the valley, and found tbat much had 
been raised for their sustenance. Tbe march 


ias attended by many hardships. The industry 


of the emigrants Is shown In tbe fact that dur. 
ing the tedious journey of four months duration 
the spinnins-whcel and loom continued their 
work, and hundreds of yarjs of goods were wov- 
en, the heavy wagou and alow motion of ox-teams 
giving an opportunity to spin and weave while 
Ibe train was in motion. The first printing press 
ever taken west of tbe Missouri was established 
by the Mormons at Independence, in the years 
1833 33 


In 1850 there was not a shingle roof In 


Lake City, which now contains twenty thousand 
Inhabitants. Mr. Hooper says that it Is a remark 
able f ict that most of tbe money which baa been 
made, and most of the fortunes which have been 
amassed In the territory ot Utah hi mercantile 
pursuits previous to 1863, have been made by 
those who have not been .Mormons ; and yet he 
has never known of a farm having been opened, 
a mill bnUt, and very rarely a bonae erected In 
the territory; by any one not a Mormon. 


Mr. Hooper estimates the Mormon emlgra 


lion from Europe, from 1850 to 1867 inclusive, at 
an annualaverago of two thousand souls, or an 
aKCrcgKK' of thirty-six thousand ; while tbe emi- 
gration from tbe Slates during the same period 
ha» been about twenty-five thousand 
The esti- 


mated cost of taking these persons to Utah It 
eight million three hundred thousand dollars 
The emigration from Europe Ibis year Is eati 
mated »t four thousand nouls ; but It will proba 
blv be greater. 


About one-third of the emigrants have paid 


their own uxj ensee. The remainder have beeu 
taken oul by what Is slylcd "the perpetual cml 
grating lund," which has beeu In org-inizf d exist 
cnee aboul iwenly years, and is composed o 
contributions, titties, legacies, and lunds drawn 
from various sources bolu lu Europe and Amerl 
ca. This fund Is kepi up, lu lad, by those who 
have H-eelved its benefits repaying when couven 
lent the expense incurred lu their emigration, ll 
order that others nviy receive a like benefit. Dur 
ing the present >e ir (150,000 was contributed I 
Salt Lake City alone, to t-nable others lo rcac 
America.
